^cf. BuUetin: With your permission I 
desire to present a few thonnhts on the 
present condition ot politi('-<. Allow me 
to prefiiee my article by snyini: thst I 
write, not for the profes-teil politinmi, Imr 
for tlie professed christian, and to all 
such let me say that I want to "stir up 
vour pure minds by way of remem- 
brance." 

Politics has been defined to l)c " th>' 
scif tn eof Government," but such are the 
corruptiuns associated with that wience 
to-day that a lexicoj^rspher of the pres- 
ent would hardly be warritnte<l in giving 
the word that' definition. Me might 
more appropriately say politics baa come 
to mean "the scienca deatmctive of all 
ffovernment." To every man in whoee 
breast there is love of country, of human- 
ity, and of God, or in other words, to 
every patriot and to every christian, the 
extent and enormity of political corrui'- 
tions are truly alarming. Honeety in 
politics is a principle that has been very 
largely relegated to the days of the past. 
As a role candidates for office are not 
chosen on acoonnt of special fitness mor- 
ally and intelleotoallv, and because of 
their sympathy with the highest inter- 
ests of the people, but because of their 
party afliltations. The veriest dema- 
aoguea succeed by satanic machinations 
in obtaining the nomination of the party 
and their honorable men are callc I ufxin 
to support them for the reason that tlicy 
are " our noiiiitiees." I tlisclaim thi' 
whole thing. They are not onr nomi- 
nees. Thev are the noininccs nf hriliory 
and cliques. They do not repre-icnt the 
honorable men of tlu- party. They are a 
disKrace to any party, and instead of 
claimini; hniiors and prcfcrinents of the 
party, they on>{lit to ask the jmrty's for- 
ktivcncss for the sti^'iiia and shame which 
their lives have ca.st upon it, and be sat 
isfied 8imi)ly with the forbearance which 
the party has exercised towards them in 
sutrerin«ilicni to remain In its ranksat all. 

I'lilitical caucuses and conventions au- 
to such a great extent ruled by unprin- 
cipled and designing men that an honest 
man feels that he has been deliled bv 
having been connected with them. 

And it is an ahidim; shame to our peo- 
ple that knave-like demagoguea are per- 
mitted, in a very large measure, tO con- 
trol our elections. Honorable men will 
not oondeaoend to the llttlenaasca and 
meanMaiaa which are ao common amony 
politidana of the preeent day. Men are 
elected to office by fraud. Officers so 
elected can be bribed by the merest con- 
siderations of party or personal interest, 
or with money, not to enforce the laws 
The natural result is, as we mikjht ex- 
pect, that a large percentage of the laws 
"»n our statute hooks are dead letters, 
and had as well never have been en- 
acted. Ooc.isionally a voice sounds out 
clear and strong a^aiiiMt the iion-enforce 
nient of our laws, mid let us hope that 
this is the iireiudiiitinn oi a mii/htv up- 
heaval of a s uiml piiliiic sentiment' that 
will demand ami secure a mucli-neec|e(i 
reform alun^ this line. Our State and 
National Lej;islatures are more or le.ss 
dens of iniouity. The writer has a |>ain- 
ful personal knowledge of the trutli of 
this 1 i^t statement in reference to his 
own State. Two or three years since lie 
spent a few days in the State capital, 
and whilst there was reliably informed 
that it was a common thing f.ir both 
houses of the Legislature to give inter- 
missions during their dully sittings for 
the purpose of giving our representatives 
an opportunity of being aerved with 
wines and liquors. This one fact Is suf- 
ficient evidence of the corruption of our 
Sute politics. 

I am no croaking pessimist, who sees 
only the dark side of thtlngs, end who 
thinks everything is going to rnin, but it 
is useless to disguise the truth, or turn 
aside from the tacts in the case. These 
are patent to all, and if we are wis - men 
wo will sddre«!S ourselves to the remedy 
oftheevil. What is tliat evil? It is fn'r 
everv citizen to cunscient unsly ilo hi- 
duty. Let every man of li<inor, and e.i- 
pecially every avowed chriMian, j^'ive po- 
litical tricksters Ui uiiiierstand that they 
can no lon;;er command his vote fur un- 
worthy, immoral, and inelhcient men. 

Let the party leaders he made to un- 
derstand that they must ^;ive us the very 
best men as candidates lor olHce, or else 
the nominees will not be supporteil, re- 
liardlesi of con.sequences to our party 
whatever mav be its name. Let every 
man positively refuse to vote for men 
whose only claim to theirsupport is their 
unswerving adherence to the party of 
the past. Let demagogues he taught that 
the party Usb has lost its stimt, and that 
ita sharp crack will he no lunger heeded 
by sensible men. Let every officer of 
the law, who fearleasly does his duty, re- 
ceive the full sympathy of and support 
of all Uw-abiding people. Let all law- 
lessneee be discountenanced and every 
means used for its suppressitm. T et cur 
grand Juryman magnify their ofllt e by 
making rigid efTortsto apprehcnl viola- 
tors of the law, f>nd let the courts see to 
it that tho severest penalties are inflicted 
upon all such. Let every minister ..f the 
gospel denounc<! these evils and all 
others which threaten to destroy our na- 
tional existence nnd sap the very fuunda- 
tion pi inciplea of sodety, in uumistska 

hie terms. 

The pulpit must not ^'ive forth an un- 
certain sound in reference to the^e thiiijjs. 
I conceive that a practii al reforni ition of 
these evils is only to he secureil alon;.' 
the Im*' indirateil. (II coiir.-e in liie 
liniith of a news j)aper article 1 can 
only lie siii."j;<'.-iti\e and must lea\e the 
reader to develop the tliou«his for him- 
gelf. I have written, not in the spirit of 
controversy or of personal animosity, 
but from a deep conviction of the hein- 
ousness of exi.siini; political corruptions, 
and from a sen.se of duty. If any one is 
arouwd from his lathargy by the reading 
of this aiticle and inducted to wage an 
unceasing warfare against " wickedness 
in high places," in politics, everywhere, 
I S^lll be satisikd.
